FOR RUIZ'S DEATH 

A D«mand for Fall Beparatlon Will Be 
Mode on Spoln^There Will Be No In- 
decent lldiste or Blatter by the Preti- 
dent. 

New York, June 10. — A Washinfjton 
dispatch to the Herald says; 

“A demand for full reparation for 
the Ruiz outrage will be made by the 
president, but there will be no inde- 
cent haste nor unnecessary bluster in 
Mr. McKinley’s representations to the 
Spanish government.” 

This statement was made by a cab- 
inet officer. 

The Spanish government is prepar- 
ing its side of the case. Dr. Congosto, 
who represented the Spanish govern- 
ment in the investigation, will arrive 
here Thursday with his leport, which 
takes a directly oppiosite view from 
that of Consul General Lee. This will 
be submitted to Minister De Lome, 
who, after viewing it, will submit a re- 
port to the Spanish government. 

Senator Foraker, of Ohio, of the 
committee on foreign relations, said: 
“Consul General Lee's report simply 
confirms my opinion in regard to the 
death of Dr. Ruiz. I have never had a 
shadow of a doubt that he was killed 
in prison, and that the Spanish gov- 
ernment was responsible for his death. 
This government should at once de- 
mand indemnity from Spain, and 
should take such a firm and decided 
stand that thej*e would be no danger 
of any other American citizen in Cuba 
being subjected to such treatment.”

Washington, June 10. — The senate 
committee on finance has agreed upon 
a number of additional amendments 
to the agricultural schedule, the most 
important of them relating to fish as 
follotvs:

Washington, June 9. — Assistant Sec- 
retary Day said Tuesday that the re- 
port of Consul General Lee upon the 
results of the investigation made in 
Havana, in the Ruiz case, had not yet 
been received at the state department- 
Consequently it was not possible to 
learn whether the publications pur- 
porting to be copies of the report 
were accurate. Assuming, however, 
that the consul general’s conclusions 
are correctly set forth, in brief, 
that Ruiz died while in jail, in 
violation of his treaty rights, the 
question of the largest importance is, 
what shall be the next step? The wife 
of Ruiz has filed with the department 
a claim for $150,000 for the death of 
her husband. The Spanish contention 
has been that he was not killed and 
that he was not treated harshly. Qen. 
Lee’s inquiry is understood to have 
failed to bring out the truth on these 
points, but his statement on another, 
namely, that of his confinement in 
violation of treaty rights, appears tc 
make the first two points non-essen- 
tial and to leave the case resting on 
the broad claim that in confining Dr. 
Ruiz for more than 72 hours w’itliout 
permitting him to communicate with 
his friends or trying him, the Spanish 
ofiicials in Cuba have assumed full re- 
sponsibility for the results of that ex- 
tra confinement. The fact being estab- 
lished that Dr. Ruiz kept up his citizen- 
ship by registering himself at American 
consulates in Cuba from time to time, 
as required by regulations, is taken as 
an offset against the claim that by 
continuous residence in Cuba for near- 
ly 20 years, he had forfeited his rights 
as au American citizen, so it is sur- 
mised that the next step in the case will 
be the presentation of a claim against 
the Spanish government in beh^f of 
the family of the rictim of this illegal 
imprisonment. 

The cabinet meeting- Tuesday lasted 
longer than usual. The Cuban situa- 
tion was discussed in a general \vay 
but the most important subject pre- 
sented was the Spanish mission. The 
availability of three men for this im- 
portant post at Madrid was carefully 
canvassed, but no decision w-as 
reached. One of the cabinet officers 
said after the meeting that the selec- 
tion was still open and will go over un- 
til the president’s return from Nashville 
trip. It may be that the non-appear- 
ance of Mr. Calhoun may have had 
something to do with postponing ac- 
tion Tuesday. If Mr. Calhoun does 
not have an opportunity for a talk 
with the president before Mr. McKin- 
ley’s departure at noon Wednesday he 
will be invited to accompany the pres- 
ident on his trip. A berth has been 
reserved on the train to be placed at 
his disposal in case he joins thfe presi- 
dential party. 

The failure of the republisan caucus 
Tuesday to take steps looking to the 
protection of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty has caused considerable com- 
ment, but the friends of Hawaii in the 
senate say that the omission was due 
to no other reason than the want of 
sufficient time. They feel confident 
that if the point had been reached an 
amendment similar to that pro- 
posed by Senator Davis continuing 
the treaty in force would have 
been accepted. They base this as- 
sertion upon the manner in which 
Senator Frye’s speech was received 
and the side remarks made upon the 
subject. They now express the utmost 
confidence that the finance committee 
will accept the amendment without 
caucus action. 

Washington, June 9. — There was a 
revival of Cuban talk about the senate 
Tuesday on account of the return of 
Mr. Calhoun. The republican sen- 
ators, some of them members of the 
foreign relations committee, say tliere 
is no doubt that the president will 
take action as soon as Mr. Calhoun’s 
report is received. No definite 
information was given concerning 
the attitude of the president 
but the impression of the senators 
from such reports as they heard was 
that there would be a change from the 
present negative policy and the adop- 
tion of a definite line of action with a 
view to endeavoring to secure a settle- 
ment of the present unfortunate state 
of affairs in Cuba. 

Washington, June 9.— W. J. Cal- 
houn, of Illinois, the special commis- 
sioner sent to Cuba by President Mc- 
Kinley, arrived from New York Tues- 
day afternoon at 4 o’clock. He went 
immediately to Judge Day, the assist- 
ant secretary of state, who was await- 
ing him, and together they proceeded to 
the w’hite house. They were shown 
into the cabinet room where President 
McKinley and Judge Day listened to 
Mr. Calhoun’s description of the situa- 
tion in the war ridden island and to 
the conclusion reached by him. 

Washington, June 9.— The republic- 
an senatorial caucus Tue.sday voted to 
stand together on all schedules in the 
tariff bill. The caucus instructed the 
finance committee to report a new sug- 
ar schedule. 

The new sugar schedule is to be all 
specific and on all sugar which has 
gone through a process of refining 1.95 
cents (one and ninety-five hundredths 
of a cent) per pound duty instead of 
one cent and eight hundred and sev- 
enty-five one-thousandths of one cent 
per pound as provided by the house.

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 9. — An 
immense deal, now in process of con- 
summation, by which all the coal 
miifes and lands in east Tennessee and 
southern Kentucky, lying along the 
line of the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
road, will shortly pass into the hands 
of a big English * syndicate, came to 
light Tuesday. 

The information is furnished by Mr. 
Robert Walton, manager of the Rugby 
Land Co., the English company which 
built the pretty little city of Rugbj', in 
east Tennessee. 

Mr. Walton states that an agent of a 
big combination of English capitalists 
is BOW en route to England, bearing 
with him options on all the mines and 
the best coal lands in the section nam- 
ed, and that if his report is satisfac- 
tory to his employers, as it doubtless 
will be, deals will be closed with the 
present owners at once. The agent 
has been at work securing the options 
for some time past, but for various 
reasons, has kept his movements 
secreL 

The idea of the English capitalists 
is to secure a monopoly of the coal 
business in this section, and to put all 
the mines on a paying basis. Tho 
trades for the mines along the Cincim* 
nati Southern are to be closed first, and' 
the Jellico and Coal Creek mines will 
likely be secured later.

Ark.) to secure con- 
sideration as a privileged matter of a resolu- 
tion for the immediate appointment of the 
committee on foreign affairs. It was ruled 
out of order, and an appieal taken from the de- 
cision of the chair was laid on the table by a 
strict party vote Mr.Simpson, popuiist leader, 
was absent and several bills passed by unani- 
mous consent The Frye bill to prevent col- 
lisions on certain harbors, rivers and inland 
waters of the United States and the senate 
resolution for the relief o'f the El Paso flood 
sufferers amended so as to make tho appro- 
priation of i 10.000 available out of the unex- 
pended balance of the appropriation for the 
Mississippi flood sufferers, were passed, and 
the conference report on the Indian appro- 
priation hill was adopted. Adjourned until 
Monday. 

Washington, June 5. —Senate— The senate 
had a period of speech making Friday and as 
a result little progress was made on the tariff 
bill. The advance covered about two pages 
or seven paragr.iphs and brought 
the senate up to the wool sched- 
ule, the first item of which was 

considered but not completed. Mr. Mantle 
(Mont ) spoke for two hours on the wool 
schedule, urging increased rates for the wool- 
grower and Mr. Butler (N. C.) made a plea in 
behalf of income tax. 

Washington, June 8.— The senate Monday 
disposed of tho lumber paragraph which has 
been more stubbornly contested than any 
feature of the bill thus far, by defeating the 
motion of Senator Vest, to place white pine 
on the free list, yeas, 'JO. nays, 38. The contest 
was mainly significant in breaking party 
lines which have been maintained with few 
exceptions during the early days of the de- 
bate. On the final vote, eight democratic 
senators voted against Mr. Vest's 
proposition namely: Messrs Bacon and 

Clay, of Georgia: McEnery, of Louisiana; Me- 
Laurin and Tillman, of South Carolina: Mar- 
tin. of Virginia; Rawlins, of Utah, and White. 
On the other hand, Mr. Carter, republican, 
and Messrs. Cannon and Mantle, silver repub- 
licans, voted for the Vest motion. Following 
this, a vote to .substitute the Wilson lumber 
schedule was defeated. -1-37. and the schedule 
was agreed to as reported. The dpbate pre- 
ceding the vote was at times very strong, 
owing to the political lines. A general dis- 
cussion of the future programme on the bill 
occurred before the senate adjourned. It led 
to a statement by Mr Allison, in charge of 
the bill, that the committee probably would 
submit amendments to the sugar schedule. 
For this reason he announced that the sugar 
schedule would be pass over Tuesday and the 
tobacco schedule taken up. 

House — The house was in session for an 
hour or two Monday and adjourned until 
Thursday. 

WaisHiNGTON. June 9 — Senate— By the de- 
cisive vote of 4z to 19 the senate adopted the 
amendment to the tariff bill placing raw cot- 
ton, the great product of the south, on the 
dutiable list at -0 per cent, ad valorem. It is 
the first time In the history of tar.ff legisla' 
tion that a duty on cotton has been incorpor- 
ated in a bilL The amendment was pror^sed 
by Mr. Bacen (dem , Ga) on his indi- 
vidual respousibllity and \vithout tho 
approval of the finance committee, which thus 
far has been requisite to the success of every 
axnendmoat except a minor one which went 
through by default.

The debate on 
cotton took up the most of the ^ay. Eariy 
in the day the sugar schedule was passed over 
and the agricultural schedule was taken up. 
The paragraph on cattle went over but t'ne 
balance of the agricultural schedule, up to 
and Including paragraph 2J8. was agreed to a.s 
reported, all anaeadments except that of Mr. 
Bacon’s being rejected. 

Washingto.n, June 10.— Senate.— The sen- 
ate had a period of tariff speeches Wednesday 
and as a result little progress was made on 
the bill. Mr. Rawlins (Utah) and Mr. Mills 
(Tex) discussed the democratic attitude on 
the tariff from tneir respective .stindpoints. 
Mr. Rawlins was a member of the platform 
committee of the Chicago convention and pro- 
posed the tariff plank which was adopted. Hs 
held that the vote he and several other demo- 
cratic senators had cast for duties on cotton 
and other agricultural products was justified 
by the platform and by the traditions of the 
parly. Mr. Mills severely arraigned the bill 
us a class measure designed to build up a vast 
fund for distribution among the beneficiaries 
of the bill and at the expense of the ‘•forgot- 
ten man,” the tax payer. He indirectly criti- 
cised those democratic senators who voted for 
the amendments to the hill putting a tax on 
cotton and other articles, contending 
that their course was a radical de- 
parture from the tenets of dem- 
ocracy. Later in tho day Mr. Cannon 
(Utah) proposed an amendment placing an 
export bounty on agricultural products. He 
spoke two hours on the need of giving the 
farmer a share of the benefits of the tariff. 
Mr. Butler (N. C) also spoke in favor of giv- 
ing the farmer equal benefits with other 
classes under the bill Only half a page of 
the bill covering four brief and comparative- 
ly unimportant paragraphs (‘2l9 to 233) were 
disposed of during the day. The session will 
begin at 11 a. m.

Fish, fresh, smoked, dried, salted, 
pickled, frozen, packed, on ice or oth- 
erwise prepared for preservation not 
specially provided for in this act, three- 
quarters of a cent per pound; fish 
skinucd or boned, one and one-quarter 
cents per pound; mackerel, halibut or 
salmon, pickled or salted, one cent 
per pound. 

A new paragraph on chocolate was 
agreed to as follows: 

“Chocolate and cocoa, prepared or* 
manufactured, not specially provided 
for, valued at not over 15 cents j>er 
pound, 2}^ cents per pound; valued 
above 15 cents and not above *24 cents 
23 ^ cents per pound, and 10 per cent 
ad valorm; valued above 24 and not 
above 35 cents per pound, 5 cents per 
pound and 10 per cent ad valorem; 
valued above 35 cents, 50 per cent ad 
valorem, the weight and value of all 
coverings other than plain wooden 
shall be included in the dutiable 
weight and value of the foregoing 
merchandise. Powdered cocoa, un- 
sweetened, 5 cents per pound.” ' 

The paragraph relating to extracts 
of meat was amended so as to provide 
that the dutiable weight of this ar- 
ticle should not include the weight 
of the package in Which it is imported. 

The house rate of one cent per pound 
on edible berries which the committee 
originally strujk out is restored and 
cranberries are specifically added at 25 
per cent, ad valorem. 

The rate on chicory root was fixed 
at 2>i cents per pound, the house rate 
being 3 cents and the original finance 
committee rate 2 cents.

Q,aecr li%*ays of Some Interesting SnT- 
n(res in Kurtliern Japan. 

The queerest festival ever heurd of ia 
celebrated annually* by 'certain sav- 
ages who live on the island of Yezo, in 
the Japanese archipelago. They uiv j 
the hairiest people In the world, some of j 
the men being so covered with long fur 
that their bodies can hardly be seen. 
The bear is worshiped by them as a god, 
and it is the ceremonial pertaining to i 
this cult that is described as so re- 
markable. 

They have good reason to respect 
the bear of Yezo, which is a huge and 
ferocious animal, closely resembling 
the American grizzly. It does not hesi- 
tate to attack man, and when hungry 
it sometimes enters dwellings in search 
of food. On the other hand, the hairy 
people are brave hunters, and, though j 
possessing no better weapons than i 
bows and arrow s, they* do not hesitate 
to assail the brute. The arrows are 
poisoned, and a mere puncture of the 
skin is so fatal that bruin will surely ; 
fall dead before he can run 200 yards. ] 

This poison is prepared from young 
roots of the aconite plant. Ordinarily 
the hairy people use it for set bows in 
the woods. When a bear comes along 
and steps on a cofd, an arrow is re- 
leased and enters the flesh of the ani- 
mal, In parts of Yezo the forests are 
dangerous to travelers by reason of 
tliese set bows. Bears are extraordi- 
narily numerous ou the island, and they 
furnish clothing as w’ell as food to the 
inhabitants. Bear gall, too, is greatly’ 
prized as a medicine. 

Thus the hairy* people regard bruin 
w Lth the highest respect, giving him a 
place of. honor in their pantheon. To 
propitiate him and to atone for having 
put his brothers and sisters to death, 
th*(.y hold periodical feasts, the most 
im^jortant feature of w’hich, oddly* 
enough, is the sacrifice of a young bear. 
Thiire is eating and drinking and danc- 
ing; for several days, at the end of which 
thejbear is crushed to death under a big 
log,i upon which the merry*makers 
mo^nt. Finally, the animal is cut up 
and| eaten, and its skull is placed on the 
sacred hedge which is found on the east 
side'; of every house.

How reprehensible 
this was he seems neier to have felt, 
though he blames himself freely and 
light -heai*tcdly, and if the reader of 
his autobiography is disposed to feci 
sorry for Mrs. Hunt, it is not because 
her hiKsband sets him the example. This 
w as Leigh Hunt’s one vice, neveramend- 
ed nor actively repented of. Yet he 
had had his warning. It is ]iathetic to 
c<impare with each other the two fo-l- 
low’ing ]>asKages and see how clearly 
Leigh Hunt foresaw his danger and 
how incapable he proved of escaping it: 
“I have seen,” he writes in 1808, “so 
much of the irritabilities or rather the 
miseries, accruing from want of a 
suitable income, and the best woman 
of her time was so worried and finally 
worn out with the early negligeuce of 
others in this respect, that if ever I 
was doteriuined in anything, it is to 
1)0 perfectly clear of the world and 
ready to meet the exigencies of a mar- 
rii'd life before I do marry*, for I will 
not see a w ife w ho loves me and ks the 
comfort of my existence afraid to 
speak to me of money matters. She shall 
never tremble to hear a knock at the 
door or t<» meet a quarter-day.” 

And in 1832: 

“I never heard a knock at tlie door 
* * * but I think somebody is com- 
ing to take me away from my family. 
T.ast Friday I was sitting down to 
dinner * * - when I was called 

away by a man who brought an ex- 
ecution into my house for 40 shillings.”

THE WORLD’S POLICE 



Irish and Spanlfih Said to Be the 
Fine.it in the \%'orld. 

An Englishman w*hose hobby is the 
study of policemen all over the world 
says that the Irish constabulary and the 
civil guard of Spain are the finest bodies 
of police in Europe. The Spanish civil 
guard was established in 1845, when 
highwaymen were numerous in Spain, 
and the duty of its members is still to 
patrol the high roads and practicalU' to 
guard travelers. Their power is almost 
absolute, but they do not abuse it. They 
wear dark blue tunics and \*elIow belts, 
with knee breeches and old-fashioned 
gaiters. 

The Italian police are divided into five 
sections, the first being the carabinieri, 
who wrear dark blue tail coats, trousers 
w ith red bands, silver buttons and orna- 
ments, cocked hats with tri-colored 
cockades, gloves and sw’Ords. The Nea- 
politan police are especially smart in 
appearance. The Berlin police w*ere 
found rather disappointing, for. al- 
though a fine body of men as regards 
height, they have a decided tendency to 
stoutness. 

Their methods of enforcing order are 
firm, but almost invariably polite. The 
policemen in Vienna are great dandies. 
Russian policemen are bigger than any 
in Europe, and are compared in this re- 
spect w ith those of New York, but it is 
stated that the “Broadway squad” eau 
g-ive inches in size to any body of men 
in Europe. 

The Russian force is divided into 
three sections, urban, suburban and 
river police. Men of the urban division 
wear black, w*ith yellow* and red facings, 
those of the suburban section black 
with purple facings, and the river police 
black w’ith white facings. 

The Japanese police bear the palm fo? 
picturesqueness, especially in their 
summer costume. They wear white, 
with a sort of cape attached to their 
hats hanging down on their shoulders. 
The Fiji islands are kept in order by a 
body called the “armed native con- 
stabulary.” Their tunics of dark bluo 
with scarlet facings contrast striking- 
ly with scolloped kilts of white linen. 
The uniform of the Madras policeman 
consists of a gay ly -colored turban, dark 
jacket, white trousers and sandals. — 
Chicago News. 

A New Source of Power. 

A new and simple source of power i.s 
proposed for engines and is declared to 
be not only practicable, but advan- 
tageous in respect to the latter, it l>c- 
iiigclaimed that the material producing 
the power can be used continuously 
without the necessity of renewal. A<*- 
cording to this idea, originating with 
Hermann Poppe, of Hamburg, Ger- 
many, a mixture is employed of am- 
n>onia vapor and carbonic acid gas, 
eventually under access of steam, 
which, however, is not essential, and 
thus, ’oy the expansion of the gas mix- 
ture, a cooling of the vapors in the 
<*ylindcrs of the engine is produce<l. 
In this way a salt of ammonia is form»*d 
by a smaller or larger part of the ga.s 
mixture, and this salt, as provided in 
tlie subsequent operation, is returned 
to a iJItsintegrating apparatus, work- 
ing under pressure, in order to be dis- 
integrated by heat into its volatile com- 
ponents, W'hich latter are again utilizc«l 
for poiver purposes. — Philadelphi.i 
Press.

Meanwhile the women dance around, 
w ith lanV.mtations, striking the men, to 
manifest! their indignation at such 
cruelty. '.Finally the body of the vic- 
tim is lai(;’ on a mat near the hedge, and 
the men '■ pro<*eed to get helplessly 
drunk.

On the -ollowing day the bear is cut 
up, its blc^od b<vng caught in cups and 
greedily drunk. The liver is taken out, 
chopped iilto small pieces, and eaten 
raw, with ;^lt. The flesh and entrails 
are put ini the house, to be divided 
among the [participants in the feast next 
day. An opening is made in the skull, 
through w’hiich the brains are removed, 
and the latte^r are passed around in cups, 
mixed with p sake. Finally, the empty 
skull Is filled w’ith shavings and raised 
on a pole abbve the sacred hedge.

ANCIENT CITIES. 



The Oldest in Amerfon, Europe nnd 
Asia. 

Chicago is by far the youngest city 
of its size on the globe. It can claim an 
existence of but 93 years at most, count- 
ing from the year 1804, when the gov- 
ernment established a fort on the bank 
of the Chicago river. This military 
post was called Fort Dearborn and 
formed the nucleus of future town. 
But for the first 30 years or so after 
the building of the fort a few small 
frame houses and a tavern were all 
there was of Chicago. 

Even the city of Washington is older 
than Chicago. The capital city may be 
said to date from the year 1800, when 
the seat of government was^ moved 
there from Philadelphia, making it 97 
years of age. Detroit is much older than 
either of these. On our next birthda 3 *, 
the 24th of J ulj', the existence of Detroit 
will have extended through 196 years. 

A number of cities along the eastern 
seaboard are still older. Philadelpjhia 
is 214 3 'ears old, Boston is 267 and New 
York 274. Few American cities can 
claim greater age than these, the two 
most notable exceptions being Santa 
Fe and St. Augustine. The former is 
315 j’ears of age and the latter, dis- 
tinguished as the oldest city in America, 
is 332 years old. 

. But, old as thej- may seem, the greater 
number of the large cities of Europe 
and Asia are much older. St. Peters- 
burg is the one exception, having been 
founded b}' Peter the Creat in 1703, 
and is consequentU* but 194 years of 
age. Venice was first settled in 452, 
1,445 j'ears ago, by fugitives from Padua, 
who sought refuge among the swamps 
and morasses of the Adriatic from At- 
tilla, “The Scourge of God,” and his 
horde of barbarian Huns. 

Both London and Paris date from 
still earlier times. It is over 1950 y ears 
since Caesar visited them and brought 
them under the Avorld-wide dominion 
of Rome. But at that time they were 
nothing more than little collections of 
mud huts inhabited bv rude and un- 
civilized Britons and Gauls. 

The city of Marseilles, on the south- 
ern coast of France, has been in exist- 
ence 2,497 years. It was founded bv a 
colony of (J reeks when Rome, the fu- 
ture conqueror of both it and Greece, 
was nothing but a tii\v village with 
a rule extending but a few miles into 
the country immediately' surrounding 
it. Rome is about 2,650 j'ears old. Of 
all the cities that were in existence 
when it began, and still retain their 
places on the maps, Rome is the most 
flourishing and best preserved. It has 
gone through so many' wars, sieges and

But Rome is bv no means the oldest 
«/ 

citj' on the globe, or even in Europe. 
Athena, the capital of Greece, is about 
3,453 j'ears old, older than any other 
European citf. Tangier, in Morocco, 
is probablj' over 2,700 years of age. hav- 
ing been founded by the Phoenicians 
about the time they colonized Carthage 
and other neighboring sites. Alex- 
ander, in Egypt, is not so old, its age 
being 2,229 years. It was founded bv 
Alexander the Great, from whom it 
received its name. 

Several .\siatic towns are credited 
with continnons existences covering 
longer periods than those of Europe or 
any other part of the world. Peking, the 
capital of China, is said to be about 

3.000 vears old or more. Jerusalem, 
which was a Jebusite city in the da,vs 
of Abraham, is 3,900 years old at least. 

But there is one other citj', and prob- 
ably onlj' one, that surpasses even 
Jerusalem in antiquit}'. This is Da- 
mascus, a city in Syria, once famous 
for its manufaefure of silks, jewelry and 
arms. A Damascus blade was prized as 
superior to all others. They are no 
longer made, the method by which the 
armorers of Damascus tempered the 
steel being one of the lost arts. Da- 
mascus contains between 150,000 and 

200.000 inhabitants, who carry on con- 
siderable business with the surround- 
ing country by means of caravans. 
Their bazars are numerous and in- 
teresting. The exact date of the found- 
ing of Damascus is not known, but it 
is said to have been begun by a gTeat- 
grandsem of Noah. It is probably 4,200 
years oJLd at any rate, and the oldest 
citv in the world. — Detroit Free Press.

Nickel steel is considered the build- 
ing material of the future. It is pro- 
duce<l by the combination of iron ami 
nickel, and the principal condition for 
a successful alloy is the purity of the 
nickel used. The latter metal is found 
mostly in Ganada and New (.’aledoniy, 
and the reduction of the ore has been, 
of late, greatly simplified, Mo.st of the 
New Caledonia product is melted in 
(Jermany, Avhile that from ('anada is 
exclusively exported to England and 
the United State.s. Nickel steel, Avhile 
somCAA'liat lighter in AAcight than steel, 
is two or three times as strong; ils 
power of resistance and its resiliency 
also exceed those of steel. These prop- 
erties permit a considerable saving in 
climcnsions, and thereby in Aveight and 
in cost, as compared Avith similar con- 
structions of ordinary steel. Its prin- 
cipal uses are armor pilate for ;nen-of- 
Avar, boiler plates, esjiecially those for 
marine engines; scrcAV proj'iellers for 
ships; AA'ires for submarine cables, also 
Avires for rheostats, etc., on account of 
their excellent poAA'cr of resistance; 
gun barrels and guns; the more im- 
portant parts of loeomotiA'es and pins 
and couplings of railroad cars. Quite 
recently nickel steel has been employed 
In the production of bicycles, ami a Ger- 
man Avheel built of this material and 
tested for its strength, compared fa- 
vorably to bicycles made of common 
steel, while its weight Avas less than 
lAvo-thirds of tCke latter, or 12% pounds. 
— Boston Journal of Commerce.

Hundred Men Can Plant 1,000 Acre* 
in About UO Days. 

• Bobert Douglas, the pioneer nursery- ; 
man of Waukegan, 111., has shown by* 
his own experience that it is not only 
easy to plant a forest of 100 or 1,000 acres 
in a season, but that it is also possible 
to make it pay — for the planter — that 
is. It paj's richly for the owner later. 
He is not inclined to glorify the Eu- 
ropean forestry, as some of our Amer- 
icans do. If the Europeans had the 
task of setting out forests upon our 
treeless western prairies, they would 
find it harder than maintaining a stand- 
ing armv. 

O A. 

Americans can, however, manage the 
task,because they do things by the large. 
Theycultivate by horse and steam power 
instead of by hand power. The forest 
trees should be planted in rows and 
tended like orchard trees. In selecting 
1 trees to plant those native to the lo- 
I calitj’, if there are any, should have 
first consideration, as these will surely 
thrive best. Many growths that do well 
in the east are not suitable for the west. 
“Western trees for western planting” 
is the motto, because western trees are 
the .surest. The green ash, for instance, 
makes a fine and vigorous growth in. 
the Avest, while in the east the white 
Jish is far superior to it. The chestnut 
has been thoroughly tried in the west, 
and has been found wanting. The pines 
and other conifers of the Pacific slope 
will not grow at all in the prairie belt, 
although the conifers of the Rocky 
mountains will. 

Mr. Douglas finds that 100 nieu can 
pla«t 1,000 acres of forest in 30 days. 
The ground should, however, have been 
previously prepared. Either autumn or 
spring will do for the planting. In 
spring the seeds of the trees should 
be sown so soon as frost is out of the 
ground. By fall thej’ will have made a 
growth sufficient for transplanting to 
the forest that is to be. Forty acres will 
grow seedlings enough to plant 1,000 
j acres. 

The farmei's of Kansas have set out 
in the past few years 147,340 acres of 
forest. Among them are 11,500 acres of 
black walnut, 12,480 acrea of maple, 

I 2,037 acres of honey locust and 55,553 
acres of cottonwood. The cottonwood 
groAvs the quicke.st and makes fuel for 
thefarmersoonerthananyof the others, 
hence his preference for it. Land pre- 
pared as for corn planting Avill groAv 
1 the seedlings. — XorAvich (N. Y.) Sun.

How to Cou*truft a Good Tile Well 
at Miuail Fxpemie. 

A convenient and cheap Avatering 
I«lace for stock in pastAires, aAvay from 
the barn, through Avhich tile drains 
run, may be made for a considerable 
part and often the Avhole season in the 
lolloAving manner: Three or four feet 

from the main drain dig a hole deep 
enough so that tAvo barrels may be 
j)laced one on top of the other, the top 
of the lower one coming about level 
Avith the bottom of the main tile; this 
j»osition for the loAver barrel will bring 
the upper one usually a feAV inches 
above the top of the ground. 

Connect the main tile to loAver barrel 
Avith a few lateral tile of small size laid 
on slight incline and passing through 
the side of the barrel. Through these 
side tile the Avater Avill run from the 
main drain and keep the loAver barrel

SCIENCE OF MILKING 



There Are Hat Fe^v Men 'Who L'ntler- 
Mtand It Thoroa|^'hl> . 

It is not cverAone that can milk a 
cow as it should be done. Some can milk 
two coAvs Avhile another is milking one. 
The operation should neA'er be hurried; 
neither should it be done slovenij'; but 
the milk should be druAvn steadily* as it 
lioAA’S. Some coavs have tender te.it s, 
and in milking too rapidly' the opera- 
tion is likely to be roughly' done, or if 
too much prolonged the coaa’ gets ir- 
ritated. A coAv that is naturally" im- 
patient and fretful does not like to sub- 
mit to rough handling, and if contin- 
ued her disposition will soon be ruined 
by such treatment. The constant prac- 
tice of being milked at regnlar times 
soon impresses itself strong'h" upon her, 
and she Avil! readilv submit Avithout 
trouble.

If this happens 
frequently or for ai^v considerable lime 
it Avill cause the coav to dry* up pre- 
m.aturely. Milk the coav drj'. The last 
jvortion of the milk is the richest and 
best. In most cases neglect to milk 
rcgnlarlA' and clean is one cause of the 
cow's drying up earl^', of giving bloody' 
milk, of garget and other evils. With 
kind treatment, regularity in feeding 
and milking, the coavs Avill not 011 I 3 ' be- 
come gentle and staj' so, but Avill give 
milk longer, and the season’s product 
will be larger. A reality good dairj' coav 
is too valuable to be given anything 
but the best treatment. — St. Louis Re- 
public.

Unifiae Experiment Tried by Postal 
Authuritien at Ues Moine*. 

An interesting experiment is being 
made b^' the postal authorities at Des 
Moines, la. 

All the street ears have been pro- 
vided with letter boxes, and the cars 
stop to permit persons to mail let- 
ters. These stops are made Avherever 
the cars would ordinarily' stop to take 
on passengers. 

Des Moines is especialU' fitted for 
this sort of mail collection. All the 
street cars in tOAvn arc operated by' 
one company' and all pass the post office 
or A'ery' near it. All the lines center at 
a terminus in the heart of the city and 
radiate from it. 

The population of the city is Avidely 
scattered, and this method of collect- 
ing the mail .seems to be the only' satis- 
factory’ system that the people have 
had. 

The experiment is due to .the per- 
sistence of Postmaster EdAvard W. 
Hunter. The service Avas established 
April 19, and thus far has proved to be 
all that Mr. Hunter claimed for iL

The relaxation of the \idder sack be- 
comes so conspicuous in large milkers, 
in some instances, as to make it*evident 
that the combined influence of expan- 
sion and Aveight tmision together have 
overborne the natural contractive force 
of the udder skin, thus permanently’ en- 
larging the bag by destroying, or, at 
least effectually suspending, its natural 
aiul necessary eoutractibility. This re- 
sult is clearly slioAvn in the uncontlact- 
jjig bags of cows that are dried only' 
A\ith great difficulty’ and breed but 
fa^ltlom, or fail to breed at I. The 
skin or sack of the udder is . ourse, 
thinned down, as y’iekl and size of bag 
inerenses, and this, Avhen carried to e«- 
oess or effected too rapidly’, is doubtless 
the chief cause of loss of contractile 
power iu the udder skin. Increase of 
fe<»d being the cause of increased y’ield, 
euch feed as adds to the bulk of blood 
inereasc.s yiehl and the size of th^ udder 
together. This succulent feed. like 
grass and rtiots, tends to enlarge the 
y ield and the bag, and iu this will be 
found a reason for the largest niilk- 
jircHlueing cows ix'ing generally’ found 
iu the best natural grass localities, in 
both dry and humid climates. Thus 
the best grass countries in America do. 
or surely AAill. with equal care and 
training, produce the largest or best 
yielding coavs as a rule. — PloAvman.
